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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the amendment filed on September 15 th 2010. 
Status of Claims 

Claims 1,3-11, 13-34, 36-53, 55-57, 68-73 and 75 are pending. Claims 2, 58-60 
and 74 are cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pg. 24-31 , with respect to the 1 03(a) rejections have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) rejection of the claims has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-11,1 3-34, 36-53, 55-57, 68-73 and 75 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
independent claims recite a computer system and method for processing an audio 
stream received over a network. The art discloses this concept however the claims 
further recite sequentially executing a network interface driver, an isochronous audio 
driver, and an isochronous audio application in response to a single interrupt from a 
multi-tasking operating system. The art does not teach or suggest such a feature in 
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combination with the other limitations of the claims. Therefore it is believed the claims 
are novel and non-obvious in view of the art. The dependent claims further define the 
invention and are allowed based on their dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
